THE ANDOVER TO 


Badly Needed: An Explanation 


We wish someone would come up with a clear explana- 


tion of the betterment assessments on Sewer installations. 


In a news story last week, 


it was disclosed that Shaw- 


sheen Hylands residents will be charged at an approxi- 


mate rate of $10.23 per front foot for the sewer line along 


their streets. This charge, although not yet firmly fixed, 
indicates a fee in excess of $1000 for a 100-foot lot. 


According to the superintendent of the sewer depart- 


ment, Donald Bassett, the charges are not based on actual 


construction costs of this particular job — but are figured 
out on the basis of an over-all sewer program recommended 


by the consulting engineers. 


The assessments are based, 


he said, on residents paying 75 percent and the town 25 
percent of the over-all cost of the program. 

This % to 4 ratio, according to statutes produced for 
the Board of Works, dates back to the late 1800's. And 
ever since then, it is assumed that sewer betterments 
are based on residents paying three-quarters of the over- 
all cost of installing sewers, pumping stations and trunk 


lines. 


Whether or not this actually was done — or whether town 


officials all through the years have used a rule of thumb 


approach — isn’t our problem today. What appears to be a 


big question, however, is the fairness of asking residents 


to pay a portion of an over-all cost that hasn’t been 


approved by anyone. The work recommended under this 


program might well continue to the year 2000 and cer- 
tainly there has been no agreement anywhere that this 


program will be carried out. 


Thus, if residents are to now pay for part of an over-all 


program — Which has not been actually approved and 
which is subject to all ‘manner of changes over the years 


— how can we be sure they 


are paying their just share? 


Or, worse still, how can we be sure we are not charging 


too much? 


In the present case, the Hylands sewer job will cost 
about >115,00U. Of that amount, about $54,000 is assign- 
able to trunk lines and what we might call major improve- 
ments to the sewer system. The balance is needed to put 


the pipes in the streets in front of the residents’ homes. 
In the old days, it is said that officials felt the cost of 


installing the street sewers approximated the residents’

share. This obviously is not true for the Hylands job. The 
residents’ three-quarter share of this project is $86,150. 


If the assessments were based on this amount, then the 


betterments probably would be higher than now estimated. 


Thus the Hylands folks are possibly getting a break, com- 


pared to what they might be paying if the betterment was 


not figured on the over-all 
under a long-range program. 


cost of sewer construction 


If this sounds confusing, we agree. For there appears 


to be very little understanding, even among town officials, 


of the whole betterment program. On one hand, residents 


appear better off under the present system, but this system 
is based on an assumption that an entire 30-year sewer 


program will be carried out according to present-day re- 


commendations. 


We can’t agree that this is a fair assumption. And thus 


it may not be at all equitable to charge assessments on 


this basis. Yet, it sounds equally unfair to discuss charg- 
ing more than this amount, for there is certainly a limit 
on the residents’ ability to pay. 


At the last town meeting, voters turned down an article 


calling for sewer betterments to be assessed on a two- 
thirds, one-third basis — which figured out at about $9.10 
per front foot. At that time there was no explanation of 


vhy this change should be made, other than it was re- 


commended by the engineers. When a charge was made 


that this new assessment method was based on a long- 


range program which no one then knew much about, there 


was no refutation. And the voters turned it down. No one 


explained that the town operates on a 75-25 ratio now and 


it is logical to assume that very few men and women knew 
this. Sewer assessments in Ballardvale ran slightly over 


$3 per foot — and all anyone knew about that was the bare 


fact that this was the charge. It appears that few realized 


this was supposedly the 75 percent share of the residents 
— they thought it was just an actual cost, divided by the 


number of feet served by the new line. 


If there had been more explanation at town meeting, we 


might now be in a better position. But there wasn’t and 


we’re now stuck with a law that may be entirely unfair. 


Let’s try to get this muddle straightened out — once and 


for all, in simple terms for all to understand, As it stands 
now, one has to be a Philadelphia lawyer to even make a 


start at untangling the mess.

Who Will Pay For 
Shawsheen Rd. Extras? 


The Board of Public Works met 
with state officials late yester- 
day afternoon to find out what can 
be done to 200 yards of Shawsheen 
rd. which sunk shortly after the 
street was rebuilt. 

Of primary concern, according 
to Secretary Albert Cole Jr., is 
who will pay for the work. He said 
an amount budgeted under Chapter 
90 reconstruction last year has 
been used up. The state pays half 
the cost of such projects, the 
county a quarter and the town 
pays the fourth quarter. All work 
is done under the supervision of 
the state, which also does the 
engineering, planning, writes 
specifications and calls for the 
bids. 

Cole said the sunken area 
stands above some 20 feet of 
peat — and that there are two 
possible solutions. 

The most expensive, he ex- 
plained, would be excavating the 
area down to the peat, removing 
it and re-filling with gravel. 

A second possibility is remov- 
ing the road surface and filling 


the area up to grade. This would |

have to be repeated at five or six | 


month intervals until it stopped 
sinking, he stated. 

The ‘question of payment is a 
complex one. Cole said the town 
allocated its share of the money 
and has spent it according to 
plan. The state, he said, appar- 
ently is in much the same posi- 
tion. Thus the question of paying 
for excavation or repeated filling 
is a major one,

day, he said, were problems 
created by the highway construc-
